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New  Potrero  Captain 
Adds  Patrol  Car  on  Hill

When  he  graduated  from  college  in 
1971,  Police  Captain  Tim  Hettrich  might 
well  have  gone  off  to  Schenectady  in  New 
York  to  accept  a  job  offer  with  General 
Electric.  But  his  roots  were  in  San  Fran- 
cisco, so  he  decided  to  stay  here  and  be- 
come a  police  officer  instead. 

Now,  22  years  later,  he  still  lives  in 
San  Francisco  in  the  Ingleside  District. 
After  serving  two  years  as  Captain  of 
the  Northern  Station  in  the  Western 
Addition  he's  just  been  transferred  to 
head  Potrero  Station,  where  he  has  in- 
stituted a  number  of  crime-fighting 
programs.  Hettrich  had  also  spent  two 
years  in  narcotics  enforcement  on  the 
Crack-Cocaine  Task  Force.  Moving  top 
leadership  to  new  positions  every  two  or 
three  years  is  a  policy  that  the  Police 
Dept.  has  been  using  to  keep  things 
fresh,  Hettrich  said. 

Hettrich  thrives  on  people  contact  — 
even  making  a  point  of  answering  his 
own  phone  —  and  a  broad  smile  and 
whimsical  sense  of  humor  puts  his  visi- 
tors at  ease.  A  sleepy-eyed  toy  moose 
head  is  stuffed  and  mounted  on  the  wall 
behind  him,  a  stuffed  teddy  bear  head 
faces  him,  and  toys  and  golfing  posters 
are  everywhere.  Competitive  golf  is 
one  of  Hettrich  passions. 

"People  person"  that  he  is,  Hettrich 
stressed  that  he's  a  "firm  believer  in 
police-citizen  contact,"  in  favor  of  lots 
more  foot  patrols,  and  more  mountain 
bikes.  He  has  a  special  regard  for 
mountain  bike  patrols  —  by  the  time  he 
left  the  Western  Addition  he  had  14  in 
place  on  some  of  the  busier  streets 
such  as  Polk,  Union  and  Chestnut. 
"They  are  still  there,"  he  said.  "The 
merchants  love  them  —  they're  more 
visible  and  people  notice  them.  They're 
very  effective,  more  maneuverable  than 
police  cars,  and  faster  than  foot  patrols." 


Hettrich  has  already  placed  two  moun- 
tain bike  patrols  down  on  Third  Street 
and  before  the  month  is  out  he'll  have 
one  on  San  Bruno  Avenue,  another  in 
Visitation  Valley,  and  a  fifth  working 
with  the  others.  He  noted  with  pride 
that  the  first  weekend  the  mountain  bike 
patrol  officers  made  five  crack  arrests. 
The  surprise  element  helps.  "They  don't 
expect  vou  to  be  on  a  mountain  bike," 
Hettrif'h  commented. 

In  this  era  of  budget  constraints, 
Hettrich  explained,  "You  have  to  be  in- 
ventive to  solve  the  problems.  It's  almost 
like  playing  chess  with  the  resources." 
He's  managed  to  obtain  the  mountain 
bikes  through  private  funding,  and  in  the 
process  was  able  to  free  up  an  extra 
patrol  car  for  Potrero  Hill.  "Mountain 
bikes  won't  work  on  the  Hill  —  it's  too 
hilly,"  he  said,  "but  now  the  number  of 
patrol  cars  for  the  Hill  has  been  increased 
from  three  to  four  —  that's  an  extra  10 
hours  a  day." 

The  ROSES  (Residents  of  the  South- 
east Sector)  meetings  are  another  form 
of  police-citizen  contact  that  he  finds 
"highly  beneficial"  in  promoting  public 
participation,  and  in  helping  the  police 
to  get  a  sense  of  public  concerns.  This 
month's  meeting  will  have  a  speaker  dis- 
cussing the  Mayor's  gang  prevention  pro- 
gram, and  takes  place  Tuesday,  March  4, 
at  the  Esprit  Corp.  Bldg.,  900  Minnesota, 
at  7  p.m. 

For  the  whole  Hill,  Hettric'i  would  like 
to  focus  on  issues,  such  as  car  break- 
ins  and  liquor  store  drinking  and  harass- 
ment. "We're  working  on  getting  the 
City  to  increase  the  wattage  on  darker 
street  lights,  getting  trees  trimmed  for 
better  visibility,  and  getting  more  cover- 
age." he  said.    There  won't  be  any  solid 
statistics  until  the  year  is  out,  but  he  has 
perceived  that  "The  Hill  has  been  a  lot 
quieter  in  the  last  few  months."

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Adult  Services  Threatened 
If  Library  Funds  Are  Cut

If  the  City  Library  Commission's  res- 
ponse to  Mayor  Frank  Jordan's  demand 
that  $1.5  million  be  slashed  from  next 
year's  library  budget  becomes  a  reality, 
the  Potrero  Branch  Library  and  19  other 
smaller  neighborhood  branches  through- 
out the  city  would  be  open  only  two  days 
per  week  —  and  only  to  provide  children's 
services. 

This  proposal,  to  create  a  system  of 
"paired"  branches  that  would  no  longer 
provide  adult  services,  was  submitted  to 
Jordan's  office  by  Head  Librarian  Kenneth 
Dowlin.  It  was  clearly  made,  however, 
at  the  request  of  the  Commission,  all  but 
two  of  whose  members  are  newly-appoint- 
ed by  Jordan. 

There  appears  to  be  less  than  unanimous 
enthusiasm  among  the  Library  Adminis- 
tration for  this  proposal,  which  could  re- 
sult in  the  layoff  of  dozens  of  adult  li- 
brarians. Other  alternative  plans  might 
have  included  closure  of  some  smaller 
branches,  rather  than  the  "pairing"  scheme. 

Under  the  pairing  proposal,  none  of  the 
20  smaller  branches  providing  children- 
only  services  would  be  open  on  Saturdays. 
The  six  larger  "resource"  branches,  such 
as  the  Mission  Branch,  as  well  as  the 
Main  Library,  would  continue  to  provide 
adult  services  and  would  be  open  five 
days  per  week. 


The  drastic  shift  to  the  children-only 
formula  in  the  proposal  reflects  require- 
ments of  the  Children's  Amendment 
passed  in  November,  1991,  which  stipu- 
late that  a  certain  percent  of  the  city 
budget  be  set  aside  for  children's  pro- 
grams and  prohibit  any  cuts  in  the  base- 
line budget  for  children's  services. 

Even  so,  such  a  scheme  would  cut  by 
half  open  hours  for  children's  services  at 
the  20  branches,  as  well  as  eliminating 
adult  services. 

Also  provided  in  the  proposal  is  the  re- 
moval of  adult  books  from  the  20  library 
branches,  but  since  the  library  system 
has  no  place  to  store  them,  it  is  likely 
that  they  would  remain  in  place,  although 
no  new  adult  volumes  would  be  purchased 
for  these  branches. 

The  library  system  is  planning  several 
hearings  on  the  effects  of  the  proposal, 
although  no  dates  had  been  set  by  View 
press  time. 

Potrero  Library  patrons  are  being  urged 
to  make  their  views  on  this  proposal 
known  by  attending  the  neighborhood 
session  slated  by  the  Mayor  on  budget 
cuts  set  for  March  30  from  7-9  p.m.  at 
Mission  High  School,  3750  -  18th  St. 
The  Mission  High  session  —  one  of  eight 
to  be  scheduled  around  the  city  —  is 
for  residents  of  the  Potrero  Hill,  Bernal 
Heights,  Mission  and  South  of  Market 
neighborhoods.

Silent  Epidemic 


Current  studies  indicate  that  one  in  nine  women  in  the  United  States  will  eventually 
be  diagnosed  with  breast  cancer.  In  fact,  cancer  of  the  breast  accounts  for  19  percent 
of  all  diagnosed  cancers  —  and  yet  less  than  10  percent  of  all  federal  cancer  i-esearch 
funds  in  1990  were  dedicated  to  breast  cancer  researcli. 

And  this  silent  epidemic  seems  to  keep  on  growing,  as  more  and  more  women  face 
this  chilling  diagnosis.  But  those  who  receive  this  diagnosis  in  the  early  stage  of  the 
disease  at  least  have  more  options  for  treatment  —  and  a  far  greater  chance  of  com- 
plete recovery  —  than  timse  women  in  whom  breast  cancer  is  not  even  diagnosed  un- 
til the  disease  is  welt  along. 

Self-examination  and  regular,  annual  mammograms  are  still  considered  the  most  re- 
liable means  of  early  detection  for  breast  cancer.  Yet  mammograms  are  still  not  part 
of  every  women's  regular  preventive  medical  routine.    Screening  mammograms  — 
essentially  check-ups  ~  are  not  covered  by  a  number  of  health  insurance  plans,  just 
as  routine  visits  to  the  doctor  are  exempt  from  coverage. 

With  the  election  of  a  new  President  and  Vice  President,  a  serious  national  dialogue 
has  begun  on  developing  a  national  health  plan  for  the  United  States.  So  far  debate 
has  focused  largely  on  cost  —  should  it  be  a  single-payer  plan,  as  they  have  in  Cana- 
da? Should  it  be  managed  competition,  as  the  President  currently  seems  to  favor? 
But  what  about  what  a  national  health  plan  should  cover?  Regular  screening  mammo- 
grams should  be  a  regular  part  of  health  plan  coverage,  so  that  early  detection  of 
breast  cancer  can  be  available  regardless  of  a  woman's  economic  status. 

It  appears  that  some  steps  are  being  taken  to  rectify  the  inequities  in  how  research 
funds  are  spent.  For  example,  as  a  result  of  legislation  that  took  effect  Jan.  1,  Calif- 
ornia taxpayers  can  make  voluntary  donations  to  the  California  Breast  Cancer  Re- 
search Fund  simply  by  filling  in  line  52  on  their  California  taxes.  But  as  steps  such  as 
that  are  taken,  the  fight  must  also  continue  to  break  the  silence  lliat  has  surrounded 
this  veritable  epidemic  —  in  its  diagnosis,  its  treatment  and  in  research  toward  its 
cure.

SFGH  Security 

Editor: 

The  following  letter  was  sent  to  Angela 
Alioto,  President,  San  Francisco  Board 
of  Supervisors: 

SEIU  locals  250,  535,  and  790  have 
filed  a  grievance,  and  collected  over 
three  hundred  signatures  in  two  weeks 
complaining  about  the  decrease  in  the 
extent  of  security  around  San  Francisco 
General  Hospital,  While  we  agree  that 
the  area  surrounding  public  hospitals 
might  be  expected  to  experience  a 
higher  incident  of  criminal  activity 
hospital  and  city  negligence  has  made 
the  problem  worse. 

You  may  remember  that  the  bond 
issue  supporting  the  construction  of 
the  "L  Facility,"  when  argued,  included 
the  construction  of  a  garage  for  San 
Francisco  General  —  the  "L"  eliminated 
240  parking  spaces.  However,  no  garage 
is  under  construction  and  groundbreaking 
has  been  put  off  repeatedly  and  is  now 
scheduled  for  the  end  of  1994! 

The  hospital  security  is  no  longer 
allowed  to  cross  any  of  the  surrounding 


streets  and  the  SFPD  has  noi  increased 
patrols.  As  a  result  we  believe  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
break-ins  to  parked  cars.  Recently,  an 
RN  was  struck  with  a  baseball  bat  while 
boarding  the  bus  and  a  pharmacist  was 
beaten  unconscious  and  found  on  the 
street.  We  have  no  data  on  the  number 
of  incidents  where  the  community  is 
violated  by  this  lack  of  security. 

At  a  recent  health  and  safety  meeting 
a  proposal  was  adopted  to  train  emplo- 
yees to  deal  with  hostile  confrontations. 
Just  how  was  that  female,  or  male  for 
that  matter,  RN  going  to  deal  with  ten 
(10)  teenagers  armed  with  baseball  bats? 
And  what  about  the  community  the  hos- 
pital serves?  What  about  the  community 
surrounding  the  facility? 

The  City  must  increase  police  services 
in  the  area  with  continual  patrols.  The 
City  must  immediately  begin  construc- 
tion on  the  garage.  The  City  must  offer 
shuttle  service  to/from  Bart  all  times 
employees,  patients,  or  visitors  use  the 
facility.

GOOD  NEWS  FIRST 

Thanks  to  a  generous  —  if  determined- 
ly anonymous  —  donor,  the  sticky  old 
pink  sofa  formerly  collapsing  beneath 
the  north  windows  of  the  library  has 
been  reupholstered  in  a  clean,  deep  for- 
est green. 

BUDGET:  IMMEDIATE  FUTURE 

Like  most  city  departments,  the  lib- 
rary is  being  required  to  somehow  save 
money  in  the  remainder  of  the  fiscal 
year  ending  June  30.  In  the  library's 
case,  a  $370,000.00  shortfall  will  be  made 
up  by  the  closure  of  the  entire  system  on 
six  Fridays.  The  four  remaining  closed 
dates  are  March  12,  April  16,  May  28 
and  June  18.  As  the  savings  are  achieved 
by  sending  staff  home  without  pay,  be- 
lieve me,  we  are  at  least  as  dismayed  by 
this  situation  as  you  are. 

BUDGET:  INTERMEDIATE  FUTURE 

You  will  be  reading  of  severe  library 
budget  and  service  cuts  proposed  for 
Fiscal  Year  July,  1993  —  June,  1994.  At 
this  point  both  the  budget  reductions  pro- 
posed by  the  Mayor's  Office  and  the  con- 
sequent service  cuts  approved  by  the 
Library  Commission  are,  quite  simply, 
Draconian.  Yes,  we've  been  here  be- 
fore and,  yes,  it  starts  earlier  every  year 
and,  yes,  so  far  it's  not  ended  up  quite  as 
badly  as  originally  promulgated. 

However,  it  is  important  to  note  that 
Potrero  Library  has  indeed  in  recent 
years  lost  staff,  lost  hours  and  lost 
monies  with  which  to  buy  books.  And 
the  present  situation  might  well  be  worse 
had  the  Potrero  Hill  community  not  in 
years  past  protested  proposed  cuts  to  the 
Mayor's  Office,  Board  of  Supervisors  and 
Library  Commission. 

One  wearies  of  possibly  crying  wolf 
but  please  bear  in  mind  some  considera- 
tions peculiar  to  the  current  budget 
imbroglio:  the  City's  finances  are  in  even 
lousier  shape  than  last  year;  we  are  going 
into  this  next  year  with  ad  hoc  open- 
hours  reductions  already  in  place;  there 
are  several  new  Library  Commissioners 
and  County  Supervisors  who  have  neither 
heard  from  you  nor  been  through  this 
process  before. 

For  my  part,  1  will  keep  you  informed 
of  budget  negotiation  developments  as  1 
learn  of  them  and  quite  willingly  hear 
out  your  responses,  but  Civic  Center  is 
where  the  decisions  are  made  and  where 
your  expressed  concerns  demonstrably 
make  a  difference.

MISSION  BAY  PLANS  CAUSE  CONCERN: 

City  Planning  Director  Dean  Macris  told  a  February,  1 983  meeting  of  the  Potrero 
League  of  Active  Neighbors  (PLAN)  that  he  was  very  concerned  about  the  size  of 
the  proposed  Mission  Bay  project.  He  was  referring  to  Southern  Pacific's  proposal 
for  16  million  square  feet  of  office  space  in  the  development  between  China  Basin 
and  Potrero  Hill.  The  then  -  current  plan  also  included  7,200  condominium  units 
and  a  luxury  hotel.  Macris  pointed  out  that  the  proposed  office  space  was  25  percent 
of  the  current  office  space  for  all  of  downtown  and  that  the  whole  project  is 
"probably  the  largest  undertaking  of  this  nature  in  the  United  States." 
CHANGES  IN  WISCONSIN  SITE  PLANS: 

The  Mayor's  Wisconsin  Street  Housing  Committee  delayed  approval  of  plans  for  a 
120-unit,  city-subsidized  housing  development  for  the  south  slope  of  Potrero  Hill, 
rejecting  plans  for  apartment  -  type  flats,  a  change  from  the  townhouses  preferred 
by  the  committee.  The  Barratt  Corporation,  developer  of  the  project,  had  returned 
with  a  new  design  including  town-houses  but  eliminating  a  large  common  space. 
Then  the  committee,  appointed  by  the  Mayor  to  ensure  that  the  project  was  com- 
patible with  the  neighborhood  and  met  various  criteria  on  low  income  affordability 
and  economic  mixture,  decided  to  meet  again  in  March  to  consider  the  new  design. 

PG  &  E  TO  DISMANTLE  POTRERO  UNITS: 

PG  &  E  began  the  first  stage  of  a  project  to  dismantle  and  remove  two  natural  gas 
storage  holders  and  three  electric  generating  units  at  its  Potrero  Power  Plant  at 
the  foot  of  23rd  Street.  The  gas  holders,  both  more  than  250  feet  tall,  have  a 
combined  capacity  of  15  million  cubic  feet  and  were  placed  in  service  in  1910  and 
1930.  Included  in  the  demolition  plans  are  boiler  equipment  and  stacks,  one  of  them 
120  feet  tall. 

PUBLIC  HOUSING  TENANTS  PROTEST: 

A  new  garbage  collection  system  for  public  housing  sites  was  protested  at  a  meeting 
at  Starr  King  School  that  drew  300  tenants  and  supporters.  City  Housing  Authority 
Director  Carl  Williams  was  present  to  defend  the  use  of  large  garbage  bins  rather 
than  individual  cans  on  the  basis  of  cost.  Tenants  charged  that  the  bins  overflowed, 
drew  rodents,  were  used  by  people  in  other  neighborhoods,  and  were  difficult  for 
the  elderly  and  handicapped  to  use. 
MOIRA  JACKSON  PROFILED; 

Activist  Moira  Jackson  (whose  obituary  appeared  in  the  February,  1993  issue  of  the 
View)  said  "I'm  72  years  old  and  having  a  ball"  in  a  profile  of  her  that  ran  10  years 
ago.

Public  Housing  Graffiti 
Attacked  in  Hill  "Paint  Out'

After  weeks  of  rain,  the  early  morning 
of  Saturday,  January  30  brought  dry 
weather  that  was  especially  welcome 
to  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House 
Girls  Club  members  and  other  volunteers 
who  gathered  on  the  grass  at  the  Potrero 
Annex  Public  Housing  to  "paint  out", 
graffiti. 

The  children  played  games  and  the 
adults  got  acquainted  and  waited  to  be 
organized  into  the  small  groups  that 
would  go  off  in  search  of  graffiti,  armed 
with  brushes,  rollers  and  buckets  of  paint. 
And  graffiti  was  not  hard  to  find.  Scat- 
tered across  the  lower  half  of  the  build- 
ings' outer  walls,  obscure  slogans  and 
obscenities  were  scrawled  in  black  and 
red  spray,  acts  of  defiance  that  leave 
behind  an  air  of  neglect. 

Enola  D.  Maxwell,  Director  of  the 
Neighborhood  House,  came  up  with  the 
idea  of  a  "Paint  Out"  four  years  ago, 
stressing  that  the  defacing  of  property 
at  the  Potrero  Annex  was  "chiseling 
away  at  the  residents'  pride  in  their 
neighborhood,  and  contributing  to 
despair".  An  effort  to  sweep  up  debris 
and  cover  up  graffiti  could  only  "en- 
courage residents  to  take  an  interest 
in  the  effort,  and  a  little  more  pride 
in  the  neighborhood,  particularly  when 
children  ere  doing  the  work,  and  other 
children  are  watching".  Maxwell  noted. 
Bob  Bessix,  Painter/Foreman  for  the 
San  Francisco  Public  Housing  Authority 
was  mixing  paint  and  doling  out  imple- 
ments. There  were  ample  supplies  on 
hand,  all  the  result  of  a  special  order 
from  David  Gilmore,  Director  of  the 
Housing  Authority.  Besides  paint, 
rollers,  brushes,  rakes,  scoops,  gloves 
and  trash  bags,  the  Housing  Authority 
provided  refreshments  for  the  hungry 
workers  at  the  end  of  the  morning. 

In  addition  to  the  members  of  the 
Girls  Club,  the  Paint  Out  volunteers 
organized  by  Nabe  staffer  Joyce 
Armstrong  included  many  who  reside 
in  public  housing,  as  well  as  quite  a 
few  enthusiastic  volunteers  from  else- 
where in  the  community.  Some  were 
veterans  of  previous  Paint  Out  efforts, 
and  others  were  participating  for  the 
first  time. 

Among  the  veterans  was  Betty  Brooks 
of  the  Housing  Authority,  and  Dick 
Millett  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Boosters 
and  Merchants  Association.  Young 
James  Weinberger,  a  newcomer,  brought 
his  parents,  and  was  a  great  help  through- 
out the  morning,  not  only  as  a  painter, 


but  with  the  smaller  children  who  began 
to  tag  along,  asking  to  help.  One  woman 
brought  her  three  small  grandchildren, 
the  smallest  of  whom  managed  to  get 
almost  as  much  paint  on  the  walls  as 
he  did  on  his  nose. 

The  sun  grew  hotter  as  the  groups 
fanned  out  all  over  the  neighborhood, 
and  residents  from  every  building  began 
poking  their  heads  out  of  windows  and 
stairwells,  asking  what  was  happening 
and  if  they  could  help.  Standing  on 
the  grass,  with  the  breeze  coming 
through  the  Eucalyptus  trees,  one  could 
look  back  at  a  clean  wall  and  feel  the 
difference. 

As  the  morning  wore  on,  several 
groups  picked  up  rakes  and  began  to 
fill  trash  bags,  while  others  continued 
their  search  for  graffiti.  Clearly  the 
roller  was  in  great  demand,  quicker 
and  "much  more  fun"  than  the  brushes, 
and  the  children  did  an  impressive  job 
of  taking  turns.  Old  pros  and  beginning 
painters  alike  worked  slowly  and  dili- 
gently until  the  job  was  done,  and  by 
lunchtime,  a  hot  and  thirsty  crowd  was 
trooping  back  down  the  hill,  clamoring 
for  a  well-deserved  feast. 

Even  as  they  were  working,  many 
painters  admitted  the  graffiti  artists 
"will  just  do  it  again".  For  example, 
II  year  old  Connie  Jackson,  a  member 
of  the  Girls  Club,  was  determined  when 
she  said,  "If  they  do  graffiti,  and  we 
paint  over  it,  and  they  mess  it  up  again, 
and  we  paint  over  it,  and  they  keep 
messing  it  up  and  we  keep  painting  over 
it. ..finally  theyll  realize  that  they 
might  as  well  stop,  because  we're  just 
going  to  clean  it  up". 
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Move  to  Establish 
Parent's  Club 
At  Jackson  Park 

Plans  to  establish  a  parent's  club  affili- 
ated with  Jackson  Playground  were  dis- 
cussed at  a  Feb.  5  meeting  at  the  facility, 
located  at  Mariposa  and  Arkansas  Streets. 

A  small  but  enthusiastic  group  of  park 
neighbors  attended  the  meeting  called 
by  playground  director  Gary  Siri,  who 
expressed  a  desire  to  see  more  uses  of 
the  facility. 

Parents  were  treated  to  a  tour  of  the 
playground  building,  which  was  built  in 
1907  but  was  completely  renovated  a 
few  years  ago.  It  includes  a  half-size 
basketball  court,  stage,  ping  pong  and 
arts  and  crafts  room  and  a  fully  equipped 
kitchen. 

Currently  a  handicapped  group  uses  the 
facility  and  a  nine-week  day  camp  is 
there  during  the  summer.  A  "Tiny  Tots" 
program  is  "in  the  works,"  according  to 
Siri,  who  would  also  like  to  set  up  peewee 
soccer  and  basketball  activities,  both 
indoors. 

Potrcro  residents  interested  in  promot- 
ing activities  at  Jackson  Playground 
and/or  forming  a  parents'  club  are  urged 
by  Director  Siri  to  attend  the  next  meet- 
ing scheduled  for  April  1  at  7  p.m.  More 
details  are  available  at  the  playground, 
phone  554-9527,  Tuesday  through  Fri- 
day after  2  p.m.

The  photo  at  left  was  taken  at  Third 
and  2flth  Streets  in  1904.  It  shows  the 
kitchen  of  a  restaurant,  which  must  have 
served  workers  from  the  nearby  and  ship- 
yards and  factories. 

At  far  right  is  John  Plut;  at  far  left  is 
Anton  Schukle.  Both  men  lived  on  San 
Bruno  Avenue.  Anton  was  one  of  the 
founders  of  Slovenian  Hail  at  Mariposa 
and  Vermont  Streets. 

They  were  part  of  a  wave  of  Slovenian 
immigration  starting  in  the  1880s  and 
continuing  until  the  1920s.  Slovenians 
came  to  own  many  saloons  and  several 
apartment  houses  on  Potrero  Hill.

Invisible  Cloud  of  Ammonia  on  De  Haro 
-  Can  Such  an  Accident  Happen  Again?

Eli  Kramer  set  out  in  the  early  after- 
noon of  February  4  for  what  he  thought 
would  simply  be  a  pleasant  walk.  But 
as  he  and  a  friend  were  walking  west 
on  DeHaro  Street  near  18th,  they  were 
"completely  overwhelmed,  choking  and 
gasping.  Our  lungs  were  burning  and  we 
couldn't  even  get  a  full  breath  in," 
Kramer  recalled. 

At  the  same  time,  noted  Ron  Cabral, 
Acting  Principal  of  the  Potrero  Hill 
Middle  School  at  18th  and  DeHaro 
Streets,  "three  kids  who  had  been  playing 
in  the  yard  came  in  complaining  of  eye 
irritation,  itching  and  nausea."  When 
Cabral  went  outside  to  check,  he  said, 
"it  was  as  if  an  invisible  cloud  was  hang- 
ing over  the  area." 

The  sensations  he  experienced  at  that 
time  reminded  Cabral,  who  is  in  the 
military  reserve,  of  chemical  warfare 
training.  "We  take  a  gas  mask  on  and 
off  to  see  how  we  cope  with  various 
substances.  This  reminded  me  of  those 
exercises." 

Kramer  had  called  911  immediataely 
and  within  minutes,  police  cars  and 
ambulances  were  on  the  scene.  One 
youngster  was  treated  on  the  scene  and 
another  taken  to  San  Francisco  General 
Hospital  for  treatment.  But  even  as 
the  emergency  vehicles  arrived,  people 
were  just  beginning  to  discover  the  pro- 


blem —  pure  ammonia  that  had  leaked 
into  the  air  from  the  rooftop  refrigera- 
tion unit  at  the  nearby  Anchor  Brewery. 

Just  what  happened  —  and  how  likely 
is  it  to  happen  again? 

Anchor  representative  Phil  Rogers 
confirmed  that  a  leak  took  place,  but 
stressed  that  it  was  "the  result  of  human 
error  rather  than  a  system  breakdown" 
—  the  first  such  major  incident  since 
the  brewery  opened  its  Mariposa  and 
DeHaro  Streets  facility  in  1979. 

An  employee  had  gone  to  the  roof  to 
perform  some  routine  maintenance  on 
the  refrigeration  unit,  Rogers  said. 
During  the  maintenance,  he  felt  some 
pressure  from  escaping  ammonia  gas 
and  held  his  hand  to  cover  it.  "Fortuna- 
tely behind  him,  there  was  someone 
from  the  refrigeration  company,  who 
turned  off  the  valve  from  which  the 
ammonia  was  leaking,"  Rogers  said, 
adding  that  the  first  Anchor  knew  there 
was  a  real  problem  when  they  received 
a  telephone  call  from  911  "asking  us 
'how  many  ambulances  do  you  need?'" 

Ammonia  is  increasingly  replacing 
freon  in  commercial  refrigeration,  and 
when  Anchor  opened  on  the  Hill  in  1979, 
owner  Fritz  Maytag  told  The  View,  he 
opted  to  use  ammonia  rather  than  freon 
"for  environmental  reasons,"  reflecting 
concern  over  freon's  effect  on  the  ozone 
layer.  The  ammonia  is  chiefly  used  in 
keeping  the  jacket  around  the  conditio- 
ning tank  cool. 

Although  Anchor  representatives 
indicated  both  the  city  Health  Dept. 
and  state  Environmental  Quality  in- 
spectors later  visited  the  plant,  they 
made  reports  about  the  incident  but 
did  not  require  any  specific  change  in 
procedures. 


Maytag  said  that  "someone  not  com- 
pletely trained  took  some  action.  Pro- 
bably in  the  future  no  one  not  complete- 
ly trained  will  ever  do  such  a  thing." 
And  Rogers  added,  "we're  in  a  mixed 
area.  We  have  to  be  careful.  We  have 
to  live  together." 

Certainly  those  affected  by  the  acci- 
dent want  assurance  that  it  will  not 
happen  again.  "We  teach  more  and  more 
how  we  live  in  a  world  of  potential 
pollution,"  Cabral  stressed.  "This  just 
shows  how  safeguards  should  be  used 
to  their  fullest,  especially  when  resi- 
dential property  and  a  school  are  nearby.

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Carousel  Horses  Prance  Into 
Life  at  Hill  Wood  Carvery

She  has  a  golden  mane  and  tail,  an 
emerald  saddle,  and  garlands  of  pink, 
lavender  and  ruby  flowers  around  her 
neck.  The  wind  whips  by  her  as  she  pran- 
ces gaily  among  the  other  horses  bedeck- 
ed in  flashing  diamonds  and  sapphires. 
Some  of  them  pull  chariots  decorated 
with  ruddy  cherubs,  ribbons  and  birds  — 
rabbits  are  there  too,  hopping  madly  to 
keep  up  with  the  thundering  hooves.  It 
is  a  cacophony  of  colors,  music  and  child- 
ren's laughter. 

Reminders  of  a  slower,  more  pastoral 
era,  carousels  still  spark  excitement  in 
children  and  wistful  nostalgia  in  adults. 
"Merry-go-rounds"  are  rare  these  days  — 
and  rarer  still  are  the  craftspeople  who 
make  them.  Most  carousel  horses  are  now 


made  of  fiberglass  and  airbrushed  with  a 
predictable  palate  of  colors  —  but  at 
Whitller's  Mother  on  630  Tennessee 
Street,  the  horses  are  still  hand  carved 
out  of  wood  and  painted  by  artists. 

Started  six  years  ago  by  John  Helwee, 
Whittler's  Mother  supplies  his  Pier  39 
specialty  shop  of  the  same  name  with 
wood  creations  that  range  from  carousel 
rocking  horses  to  "accessory  items"  such 
as  carved  penguins,  eagles  and  cats. 

The  14  different  designs  for  the  carou- 
sel horses  are  based  upon  models  from 
the  early  1900s  —  and  the  original  method 
of  production  used  in  creating  the  horses 
remains  unchanged. 

After  the  first  horse  is  carved,  it  is  cut 
into  pieces  and  used  as  a  model.  Several 
large  blocks  of  wood  are  attached  to  a 
routing  machine  and  the  original  piece  is 
traced  with  a  stylus,  simultaneously  cutt- 
ing the  same  line  in  the  other  blocks  of 
wood.  The  rough  pieces  are  then  assem- 
bled and  sanded.  Finally,  the  horses  are 
hand  painted  with  a  unique  combination 
of  colors;  no  two  are  the  same.  Produc- 
tion time  for  each  piece  can  take  up  to 
a  month. 

Whittler's  Mother's  most  recent  order 
was  for  the  world's  largest  carousel  — 
with  a  20  meter  platform  —  on  a  man- 
made  island  in  Tokyo  Bay.  There  were 
87  horses  and  six  chariots  in  all,  each  to- 
tally different.  Yet  the  horses  are  also 
ordered  singly  by  businesses  and  indivi- 
duals as  decorative  pieces  for  homes  or 
lobbies. 

Still,  the  market  for  large  and  lavishly 
decorated  wooden  horses  is  relatively 
small,  so  the  12  person-workshop  is  ex- 
panding its  inventory  to  include  more 
commercial  creations,  including  a  five 
foot  tall  Mickey  Mouse  being  sold  at 
Disney  World.

Other  projects  the  new  Potrero  Station 
Captain  is  working  on  include  getting  the 
Telephone  Company  to  make  public  tele- 
phones inaccessible  to  pagers  "so  the 
dealers  can't  page  at  pay  phones."  He  has 
also  assigned  an  officer  to  work  strictly 
on  code  abatements,  going  after  crack 
houses,  illegal  vehicle  repair  places,  di- 
lapidated buildings,  etc.  "When  I  arrived 
we  had  32  abatements  going,"  he  said, 
"now  we  have  53.  with  32  cleaned  up." 

He's  also  working  with  the  Department 
of  Parking  and  Traffic  to  take  care  of 
abandoned  cars.  "We  tow  50  to  7U  cars 
a  week,  and  we're  the  only  station  in  the 
City  that  tows,"  he  said. 

Hettrich  is  looking  forward  to  moving 
the  Potrero  Station  into  new  facilities 
next  year  on  Third  and  Williams  Street. 
There  will  be  more  accessibility  to  main 
thoroughfares  and  the  new  quarters  will 
help  improve  officer  morale,  he  noted. 
Of  the  present  station  on  Third  and  20th 
Street.  Hettrich  commented.  "This  place 
has  been  condemned.  It  has  asbestos. 
It's  just  not  a  good  work  environment." 
He  stressed  his  belief  that  the  move 
will  not  have  any  adverse  effect  on 
Potrero  Hill  coverage. 

One  of  the  biggest  problems  the  police 
are  dealing  with,  according  to  Hettrich 
is  the  crack-cocaine  epidemic.  "It's  very 
cheap  and  very  addictive,  and  when  it 
started,  around  1985,  nobody  was  pre- 
pared. Social  services  weren't  prepared, 
law  enforcement  wasn't  prepared,  nor 
were  the  D.A.s,  the  judges,  the  prisons. 


It's  eating  up  the  resources."  He  believes 
that  between  the  spectrum  of  legaliza- 
tion and  prison,  a  solution  must  be  found 
that  keeps  babies  from  being  born  damag- 
ed by  the  drugs.  He  thinks  stiffer  jail 
sentences,  along  with  rehabilitation  and 
education,  need  to  be  in  the  eradication 
program. 

With  lack  of  money  hitting  all  sectors 
of  City  government.  Hettrich  admitted 
that  "budget  constraints  affect  the 
ability  of  a  manager  to  do  what  the  citi- 
zens want  and  solve  problems.  There's 
also  an  effect  on  officer  morale,  know- 
ing that  it's  them  alone,  that  there's  not 
enough  back-up." 

But  Hettrich  enjoys  the  challenges  of 
his  line  of  work  —  being  inventive  and 
solving  problems.  And  he  thrives  on  the 
personal  contact  that  his  job  entails  — 
meeting  with  citizens,  dealing  with  offi- 
cers, even  attending  meetings.  He's 
still  glad  he  turned  down  that  GE  job  in 
Schenectady.
